All the years that I lived near cranberry bogs and 
wooded areas, taking my son and our dogs through piney 
forests and swampy bogs, I never worried about poison 
ivy This was in spite of the fact that my dear son and 
apparently our big lug of a retriever got the evil oils all 
over themselves while fibbing that, "No, we didn't go into 
the woods while you were working. Ma," or, "No, I didn't 
take the dog to the bog ditches," even when the evidence 
was overwhelming, a dog covered stem to stern with 
soggy weeds and dripping fur. Hey, boys will be boys, 
right? 

When my kid would find himself covered in 
poison ivy rash, I'd consult the doctor, pharmacists, 
and anyone with a homeopathic remedy in an effort to 
provide him with relief.

For the past several years when Fve played in my 
well-cultivated yard digging, moving plants and engaging 
in various other gardening activities, Fve suffered from 
poison ivy's evil capabilities. The early warning of small 
red welts erupt with the extraordinary power to torment 
the strongest mind with one thought and one thought 
alone: ''Scratch. Come on, you know you want to ... 
scratch me now." This is followed in subsequent days 
with sometimes more patches of discomfort, followed by 
blisters, and finally, a slow healing process. Total elapsed 
time: Approximately 2.5 weeks - yes, weeks. 

The first time it happened, the day after exposure, 
I thought I had bug bites that were so much more intense 
than any bug bites I had previously experienced. I chalked 
that up to simply living in a wooded area. When you've 
never had poison ivy reaction, you simply don't know 
why those pesky bug bites are so very itchy. By day two, 
you realize something is terribly wrong, because not only 
are you still suffering from the original spot, more are 
sprouting before your very eyes.

My husband said during that first episode, 
"Sweetheart, that looks like poison ivy/' 

"Poison Ivy!" was my indignant response. "I've 
never had poison ivy before - 1 don't get it." 

"Well, you do now," was his deadpan response. 
Hence, my education of all things poison ivy. 

Let me stop here for a minute and say, much like 
giving birth (for those of us who have had that singular 
experience), reacting to poison ivy is something you 
forget about once you are over the horror. But only the 
really dumb would forget the basics. I now place myself 
squarely into the category of really dumb. 

1. When working in gardens, wear long pants, 
long-sleeve shirts, clean gloves, and use clean garden 
tools. (I didn't do this.) 

2. Don't touch your face while gardening. (I tried 
to do this.) 

3. When done with the garden work, remove all 
clothing for immediate laundering and take a shower, 
being mindful to washing your body thoroughly to 
remove all poison ivy oils and slathering yourself with 
lotions chemically mixed to dilute the ivy oils. (I didn't do 
this.) 

I knew all of this stuff, but because I didn't see 
any poison ivy plants, I figured I was safe. On day one, I 
was pretty cavalier. On day two, I knew I had some small 
spots of rash to deal with. On day three, I was a victim of 
my own stupidity. 

I woke up to find my lips, face from the lower 
eyelids south through the collarbone, and chest covered 
with swollen, itching skin. I was horrified. I was pissed 
off. I was a broken New England gardener. 

Having experienced a nasty episode two years 
ago, I knew I had to seek medical attention. Although 
treatments only moderately improve one's life while 
riding out the storm of allergic reaction, they can reek 
on the human body. I didn't care. I wanted them and I 
wanted them now. It was Sunday morning, however. 

I went to the nice, new walk-in clinic in 
Fairhaven, where the nice receptionist and the nice nurse 
assured me I'd be seen soon. The minutes seemed like 
hours as the rash bloomed a lovely shade of rosy red and 
the skin cells screamed, "You are such a fool!" I didn't

know the facility had only been open for a week. But I 
figured my case, my reason for knocking on their door on 
a Sunday morning, was pretty run of the mill: gardening 
error 101 resulting in a horrific poison ivy reaction. 
It's taught in every medical class and chronicled in all 
medical journals. 

Their newness on the scene of urgent care 
facilities rendered the pleasant but befuddled staff, well, 
befuddled. There were plenty of folks seeking immediate 
care that didn't want to or couldn't afford the cost of 
going to a hospital emergency care center. I believe 
the medical industry and medical insurance providers 
(and yes, it is an industry, make no mistake about it) are 
encouraging people to go to urgent care facilities versus 
emergency room care for greater-cost efficiencies. The 
average urgent care visit is one-fourth the cost of visiting 
an emergency room. 

My experience with both models has resulted in 
similar quality of care. So, if I develop poison ivy or cut 
my hand while washing holiday dishes (yeah, I did that 
last Christmas, resulting in seven stitches in the palm of 
my right hand), urgent care is okay by me. The wait time 
is about half of that which you'd experience in a hospital 
emergency room under normal circumstances. Today, it 
felt like I was a character in One Flew Over the Cuckoo's 
Nest - 1 wanted to tear the sink off the wall and smash 
it threw the window, making an escape. These thoughts 
helped to distract me from my ever-swelling chin and

nose, and the near total collapse of my otherwise calm, 
mature demeanor. 

The nice, new walk-in clinic will work out fine 
for me in the future, and I ultimately got the service I 
was looking for, but the wait time was a bit excessive. No 
doubt, being customer service oriented means they will 
improve their turn-around times, especially for a Sunday 
morning rush which should be their peak demand time. 

Back to the poison ivy theme; here are the 
do's and don't' s. From the Mayo Clinic website, www. 
mayoclinic.com/health/poison-ivy, we learn: Poison 
ivy rash is caused by a sensitivity to an oily resin called 
urushiol, which is found in the leaves, stems and roots of 
poison ivy, poison oak and poison sumac. 

At least 50 percent of the people who come into 
contact with these plants develop an itchy rash. The most 
dangerous type of exposure occurs when the plant is 
burned and the smoke is inhaled, which can affect your 
lungs. Mild cases of poison ivy rash require no medical 
treatment. For more severe or widespread rashes - 
especially if it's on your face or genitals - your doctor may 
suggest taking corticosteroid pills, such as prednisone, for 
a few weeks. 

It now seems my yard is a hot bed for poison ivy. Yet after 
checking out some websites, I'm thinking poison oak and 
poison sumac might also be lurking around waiting to 
upset the tender equilibrium that is my allergic reaction 
physiology.

The FDA offers the following at www.fad.gov/ 
forconsumers: Recognizing Poison Ivy, Poison Oak and 
Poison Sumac. 

Poison Ivy: Found throughout the United States 
except Alaska, Hawaii and parts of the West Coast. Can 
grow as a vine or shrub. Each leaf has three glossy leaflets 
with smooth or toothed edges. Leaves are reddish in 
spring, green in summer, and yellow, orange or red in fall. 
May have white berries. 

Poison Oak: Grows as a low shrub in the eastern 
United States, and in tall clumps or long vines on the 
Pacific Coast. Fuzzy green leaves in clusters of three are 
lobed or deeply toothed with rounded tips. May have 
yellow- white berries. 

Poison Sumac: Grows as a tall shrub or small tree 
in bogs or swamps in the Northeast, the Midwest, and 
parts of the Southeast. Each leaf has clusters of seven to 13 
smooth-edged leaflets. Leaves are orange in spring, green 
in summer, and yellow, orange or red in fall. May have 
yellow- white berries. 

Poison ivy and other poison plant rashes can't be 
spread from person to person. But it is possible to pick up 
the rash from plant oil that may have stuck to clothing, 
pets, garden tools and other items that have come in 
contact with these plants. The plant oil lingers (sometimes 
for years) on virtually any surface until it's washed off 
with water or rubbing alcohol.

touched the skin, so a person with poison ivy can't spread 
it on the body by scratching. It may seem like the rash is 
spreading if it appears over time instead of all at once. But 
this is either because the plant oil is absorbed at different 
rates in different parts of the body or because of repeated 
exposure to contaminated objects or plant oil trapped 
under the fingernails. Even if blisters break, the fluid in 
the blisters is not plant oil and cannot further spread the 
rash. 

Tips for prevention: 

Learn what poison ivy, oak and sumac plants look 
like, so you can avoid them; 

Wash your garden tools and gloves regularly. If 
you think you may be working around poison ivy, wear 
long sleeves, long pants tucked into boots and gloves; 

Wash your pet if it may have brushed up against 
poison ivy, oak or sumac. Use pet shampoo and water 
while wearing rubber gloves. Most pets are not sensitive 
to poison ivy, but the oil can stick to their fur and cause a 
reaction in someone who pets them; 

Wash your skin in cool water as soon as possible 
if you come in contact with a poisonous plant. The sooner 
you cleanse the skin, the greater the chance that you can 
remove the plant oil or help prevent further spread; 

Use the topical product 'Tvy Block'' if you know 
you will come into contact with the poisonous plants. This 
FDA-approved product is available over the counter.

RABIES 

My neighbor and I were talking about our indoor only cats. 
When I asked who her vet was she said that she had never 
taken her cat to the vet. She said that the cat needed no 
shots because it never went outside. Is this correct? 

Unfortunately, no, this is neither correct nor a rare opinion. 
Indoor cats need vet care as much as outdoor cats. Vac- 
cination for Rabies is a legal requirement as well as a good 
idea, at the very least. Rabid raccoons are common and 
do get into houses and indoor only cats sometimes end up 
outdoors. Thus, the cats' health and the health of the family 
may be endangered. 

Your neighbor is also thinking of vets as emergency person- 
nel. Much of our job is to prevent illness and suffering. 
Animal visits are geared towards making sure that the pet is 
indeed happy and comfortable. Dental disease, and the pain 
that goes with it, obesity and other problems are extremely 
common in indoor only cats.

According to Schwager, many elder adults who 
no longer drive find friendship and happiness in boarding 
the van to grocery shop, go on outings, and otherwise get 
up and get out of the house. 

Two vehicles were presented: one for Marion, 
and another for the Dartmouth Council on Aging. 
State Representative William Straus, D-Marion, and 
Representative Chris Markey, D-Dartmouth, and Paula 
Shiner, Coastline Elderly Services CEO, helped cut the 
ribbon and handed over the car keys to the COA. 

Each Council on Aging contributed 20 percent 
of the cost of the van, while the State Department of 
Transportation funded the remaining 80 percent. 

"People wonder where the extra pennies on the 
gas tax go,'' said Rep. Straus. "It's not just for roads and 
bridges, but also for daily transportation for older adults 
in our communities." 

Straus thanked Shiner for handling the lengthy 
paperwork involved in securing the state funds. 

According to Schwager, the number of older 
adults age 60 and up in Marion increased in 2012 from 
1,513 to 1,635. 

"We expect to continue to see increases in the 
number and types of services provided by the COA so 
that Marion older adults will be able to continue to age in 
place and remain in their homes," Schwager said. 

The COA vans provided more than 5,996 rides 
in 2012, which is an increase of 733 rides, or 14 percent, 
over 2011 figures. In addition to van rides, the council van 
drivers delivered over 5,340 meals in 2012.

Ethics Training for Mattapoisett Employees 
By Marilou Newell 

"The basis of effective government is public 
confidence, and that confidence is endangered when 
ethical standards falter or appear to falter/' said then-Sen. 
John F. Kennedy in an April 27, 1957 address to Congress. 

With that guiding light as the beginning of 
his presentation, David Giannotti, Chief of the Public 
Education and Communication Division from the State 
Ethics Commission, brought to Mattapoisett' s public 
employees the latest information on "conflict of interest 
law" and "code of conduct." 

Giannotti flew at about 30,000 feet for most of 
the voluminous information covered in his presentation, 
information that city and town employees must embrace 
and comprehend in order to perform their duties in a 
manner that is legal, safe and lacking conflict. 

There is a five-member independent, nonpartisan 
agency comprised of three members who are appointed 
by the Governor (only two may be from the same party), 
one appointed by the Attorney General, and one by the 
Secretary of State. Their appointments are unpaid and 
last five years. They may only sit for one term without re- 
appointment. Major changes to the Commission and the 
laws and requirements were made during the 1970s and

again as recently as 2009. 

The Commission has three operating divisions: 
Public Education, Legal and Enforcement. The 
Mattapoisett employees learned that the Commission 
receives as many as 1,200 complaints a year. All matters 
handled by the Commission are held in the strictest of 
confidence, and anonymous complaints are also accepted. 

Giannotti told the assembled that wrhether they 
are employees, volunteers or appointed board members, 
in the eyes of the Commission they are all considered 
employees working on behalf of the towrn. With this 
stated, he said that they all had to adhere to the same 
ethical standards. 

Covering the issue of receiving gifts, Giannotti 
said that any gift w^ith a value of $50 or more given for 
the promise to influence a public act was bribery; gifts 
or gratuities of that same value given for acts performed 
were considered accepting gratuities; and gifts given 
for $50 or more because someone holds an official 
position would be considered receiving gifts. All forms 
of accepting gifts under those established monetary sums 
would be viewed as illegal. 

There was some discussion about fine lines, 
where a board member might be a personal friend of 
someone who is also seeking permits or positive decisions 
from the board the friend sits on. What if they went to a 
ball game together; would that be considered accepting 
a gift? Giannotti suggested that such a situation might 
be viewed as questionable, and that before engaging 
in social situations where the board member would be 
receiving a gift, to check with the Board of Selectmen first. 
Better to err on the side of caution than be fined for doing 
something inappropriate. 

The goal is not only to restrict influence pedaling, 
but also to control even the appearance that the public 
employee could be improperly influenced in the 
performance of their duties. 

Nepotism was also explained as restricting a 
municipal employee from participation in particular 
matters where he / she, their family, partner or business 
organization affiliations has a financial interest. The 
Commission viewed family members of the public

employee as their parents, their siblings, their spouses 
and their children. 

On the topic of ''code of conduct,'' Massachusetts 
stipulates: A public official or employee shall not 
knowingly act in a manner that a reasonable person 
might conclude that he/ she might act with bias. It further 
detailed such behavior as trying to secure privileges for 
his /herself or others, inherently coercive authority, use of 
official resources for private or personal use, disclosure 
of confidential information, and accepting inherently 
incompatible employment. 

Political activities are also not allowed, such 
as soliciting campaign support from colleagues, 
subordinates or constituents, campaign activities in

Of course, to every rule there are exceptions, and 
those were also detailed to help the group understand 
that certain circumstances may not necessitate their 
recusing themselves or otherwise removing their expertise 
from a decision.

Dog Park Proposed in Marion

Sue Maxwell, a dog lover and Marion resident, 
is proposing that the town consider a dog park in or near 
the village area. 

''Dogs need to run and exercise, and there is no 
place for that to happen,'' Maxwell said. 

Although Washburn Park has an area for dogs 
to run, play and exercise, there is no fence. According to 
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Maxwell, some dogs, like her two Basenjis, Pepper and 
Curry, cannot be let off the leash. 

''They'd see a squirrel, chase it and not come 
back," Maxwell said. For Maxwell, both Washburn Park 
and Silver shell Beach aren't options for her dogs. 

"We were approached by a group of people to 
look into the possibility of constructing a dog park," said 
Jody Dickerson, a member of the Board of Selectmen and 
the town's Recreation Department Chairman. "There is 
public and private funding available, but we are in the 
very early stages of discussion and exploration right 
now." 

According to Dickerson, several of the members 
of the Board of Selectmen plan to drive to Brewster and 




Provincetown to see their dog parks and speak with town 
officials and neighbors of the park. 

"A lot of communities have these parks, and it 
makes sense to have a safe place for people to let their 
dogs run and exercise," Dickerson said. 

"Dogs are social animals," Maxwell said. "They 
descended from wolves, who run in packs and have a 
social order. The more dogs socialize with each other, they 
become happier and better companions. Dogs get bored 
by themselves, away from their kind. When they socialize, 
they learn positive behaviors." 

Ideally, one acre of land would be needed. The 
land would be divided into two sections: one for dogs 
under 25 pounds, and one for larger dogs over 25 pounds. 

"Little dogs pick on big dogs," Maxwell said. 
Currently, Maxwell is working with the town in exploring 
the idea and land options that might be already available 
or a donation. 

The private funding noted by Dickerson is the 
Stanton Foundation, which supports projects that foster 
human and dog companionship. Frank Stanton was one 
of the founding fathers of the CBS television network. 
He enjoyed the companionship of his dogs and created 
the foundation, which supports K-9 dog purchase and 
training for police departments, and more recently, the 
design and construction of dog parks. The foundation 
recently funded dog parks in Dorchester, Arlington and 
Boston. 

If and when the land is acquired, a petition with 
signatures of town residents in support of the project 
would be needed to bring it to a vote at the annual Town 
Meeting in May 2014. 

Budget Concerns and Fall Bylaws 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Town Administrator Richard LaCamera said that 
because the State Legislature has not approved Governor 
Deval Patrick's recent budget proposal, the assessment 
for the minimum amount the town of Rochester would be 
responsible for would decrease for fiscal year 2014. 
Though disapproval of the budget and 
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subsequent reformulations benefitted Rochester, Marion 
and Mattapoisett will have increased allocations in 2013. 

"We just can't continue to function this way/' said 
LaCamera, noting that it's taxing on the school systems 
and the towns to have such a fluctuation in the minimum 
from year to year. 'This is a major concern." 

In other news. Selectmen approved five proposed 
bylaw changes to be amended at fall Town Meeting. One 
notable amendment is for a medical marijuana bylaw that 
would legalize the growth of marijuana within the town. 

"This is to actually allow the growing of 
marijuana," said Chairman Naida Parker. 

The four other approved bylaws have to do with 
other aspects of town planning, including two for site 
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plan reviews, one on changes in the definitions of what 
is a roadside stand and what is a farm stand, another to 
adjust the hierarchy of the structure when it comes to 
town planning. 

Selectmen said that they are looking at a date of 
November 25 for fall Town Meeting.

Interviews 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission 
By Marilou Newell 
Dianne Tsitsos and Marylou Armstrong have 
submitted letters of interest and resumes rich with 
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environmental expertise and governmental oversight 
processes for the Commission's consideration for the 
empty seat they are seeking to fill. 

Tsitsos said that the subject matter handled by the 
Commission is of interest to her as well as wetland issues. 
Her background contains working for U.S. agencies 
in international development, domestic economic 
development projects, and she has interfaced with various 
wetland protection agencies. 

Armstrong has been working in the 
environmental protection field since the 1980s and was 
Stoughton's former conservation agent in the early 
1990s. She presently works for a firm that provides 
environmental consulting primarily in the Boston area. 

Both candidates were told that their interest 
in assisting the town was very much appreciated by 
the Commission and that their qualifications would be 
evaluated with a recommendation being given to the 
Board of Selectmen in the coming days. 

A public hearing was held for Rich Charon, 
representing Gabriel Estrela of 48A Shore Drive, for 
extending and making major modifications to an 
existing jetty in Hiller's Cove. Citing that the plans 
previously submitted would require major redesign 
and resubmission due to various natural resource 
considerations at the site, such as marine fisheries, eel 
grass beds, shellfish beds and storm damage, Charon 
asked for a four-week continuance. 
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Abutters Carol Amick and William Moonan, 
48B Shore Drive, read a lengthy and comprehensively 
composed statement detailing everything from visual 
ugliness to storms pushing the new dock onto their parcel 
as reasons why the present plan is not in tone with the 
Hiller Cove area and was opposed to the plan. 

Charon said he would provide abutters with 
the updated plans prior to the next public hearing so 
they might have time to review them and provide their 
continued input. The Commission granted the four- week 
continuance. 

A request for determination of applicability filed 
by Ann Shepley 16 Winnatuxett Beach Road, to replace an 
existing drain pipe under the driveway and also to clear 
an existing ditch to the culvert was positively supported. 

A request to amend the order of conditions filed 
by the Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Commission for 
Acushnet Road, to prolong a pumping test at pump 
station #2, was heard; the pump test will be completed as 
part of the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection with a total of six days of pumping at the site 
to determine if there is sufficient water as a resource. 
The Commission approved the amended request after 
assurances that the water will not be an issue to the area, 
as it is pumped from underground. 

Jay and Julie Starr-Duker, 112 Aucoot Road, came 
forward but said they will be requesting a continuance. 
They had not received a DEP file number, nor had they 
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received a response from natural heritage. The issue is 
the eradication of the phragmite within the bordering 
vegetated wetland. Phragmites are most commonly 
found in freshwater wetlands, but they readily invade salt 
marshes that have been degraded by some type of flow 
restriction. In these cases, the most effective treatment is 
to restore the flow of salt water. That is not possible at the 
Duker parcel, so they are seeking other remedies. They 
hope to plant native grasses and to nourish the remainder 
of the beach down to the mean high water line with 
compatible sand. 

When the public was invited to comment on the 
proposed work, abutter Richard Cederberg of 108 Aucoot 
Road gave the Commission members a recent picture 
of the marsh saying that since the 1930, the marsh area 
has been undergoing erosion, that it would continue and 
could not be stopped no matter what restorative actions 
the Dukers might attempt. He said he wasn't opposed 
to the applicant's plan, but felt it was ill-conceived and a 
waste of time and money. Chairman Peter Newton said 
the Commissioners weren't able to comment on how 
people spent their money, only on whether the wetlands 
were protected. 

Brad Hathaway said, 'T agree I'd like to see the 
phragmite gone." However, he also said he didn't know 
how it could be removed as it clearly now occupied two- 
thirds of all marsh areas. 

The applicant requested and received a two-week 



continuance for further plan development. 

Robert Field, 8 Whaler's Way, brought a request 
for determination of applicability. Field wishes to alter 
an existing deck into an enclosed porch at the rear of the 
dwelling near the 100-foot buffer zone of a bordering 
vegetated wetland area subject to coastal storm flow. He 
was approved to proceed. 

A continued request for determination of 
applicability filed by Jon Ruel, 1 Atkinson Way, for 
repaving driveway and drainage improvements was 
heard. The applicant simply wants to repave the driveway 
without making changes to the drainage. No special 
conditions were noted, and the applicant can move 
forward. 

Finally, Crescent Beach Improvement Association 
discussed their plan for seaweed removal and ongoing 
maintenance. 

Updated 40B Plan Gets Approval 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

After a false start, officials on Thursday night 
gave Bay Watch Realty Trust the go-ahead on a modified 
site plan for its Chapter 40B development off of Front 
Street. 

Though the Zoning Board of Appeals initially 
expressed reluctance at signing off on the modification 
- which moves an access road to land acquired from 
The Wave Restaurant in order to avoid construction of a 
bridge over wetlands - representatives from Bay Watch 
pleaded for action. 

"We'd like to get this information to the state as 
soon as possible to qualify for a tax-credit program," said 
Ken Steen of Kenneth Steen Real Estate, responding to 
discussion among Board members about postponing a 
decision until their September 12 meeting. "We're really 
getting tight with that September 12 date, when you have 
that 20-day appeal period. If there's any way you could 
consider the issue tonight, it would be a big help." 

Steen and other Bay Watch representatives 
pointed out that Marion Town Counsel Jon Witten 
had vetted the modified site plan. Witten's approval 
was included in documents that ZBA members had 
received just hours before, but after further reading and 
deliberations, opinions on the new plan were positive. 

Between absences and Betsy Dunn's abstention, 
only four members voted on the motion to approve the 
modified site plan, but its passage required only a simple 
majority, and it passed unanimously. Hurdles remain for 
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Bay Watch in its long race to break ground: A definitive 
subdivision plan will have to be submitted to officials in 
the coming months. 

Work Schedule Adjustment for Solar Site 

Rochester Planning Board

The Planning Board unanimously granted RGS 
Energy, the firm responsible for the solar site at 33 North 
Avenue in Rochester, permission to work on two Sundays 
in late September due to a shipping delay 

According to Jim Mellors, the site superintendent, 
there has been a delay in the shipping of 10,000 solar 
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modules. He said that there are already 6,000 solar panels 
installed on the property. 

"We would like to possibly work on two 
Sundays/' Mellors said. "Just in case I need the two 
Sundays, Fm looking for permission to do that." 

Mellors said that all of the work to be done is 
quiet work, and that it shouldn't disturb any neighbors. 
The Planning Board stated that the earliest start time 
should be 9:00 am as to not disturb those neighbors. 

"There will be no heavy machinery at all," 
Mellors said. "It's basically all quiet work." 

Mellors added that the crew that day would 
number from 15 to 20 workers, and that all of the work 
will take place on the other side of the berm that lines the 
street. 

"It wouldn't be too inconvenient, in my opinion, 
to the neighbors," said Michael Murphy of the Planning 
Board. "It's all hand tools, so you're not going to make 
any noise." 

"I personally don't have a problem with that," 
said Arnold Johnson, the Chair of the Planning Board. 

In other news, the Planning Board approved 
a lot release for lot 12 on 116 Ryder Rd. after a mistake 
was found that indicated the subdivision had only four 
separate properties rather than five. There is currently a 
home on the lot in question, and it is currently being sold. 

"[In 2006] we signed off on a subdivision, but 
apparently there was a mistake made," said Johnson. 
"Now apparently there's some activity in there, and the 
house is in the process of being sold." 

"We'll be sending legal action to approve," said 
Gary Florindo of the Board. 

Officials Move Money Around 

Rochester School Committee

During a quickly called and quickly conducted 
meeting on the eve of the first day of school, 
representatives for Rochester Memorial School, the Old 
Rochester Regional School District, and the town of 
Rochester approved several maneuvers meant to free up 
funds in various areas of the budget. 
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The Rochester School Committee transferred 
$5,787.91 from the Special Education Account to the 
Circuit Breaker fund, which could help cover any 
shortfalls the district might absorb. Expenditures of over 
$40,000 per special education student are eligible for 
partial reimbursement from the state. 

''We just think those funds should be used 
in the year they become available,'' Rochester Town 
Administrator Richard LaCamera said. "We should use 
those reimbursements to offset those costs rather than 
leave them on the table." 

"Having those additional monies available to 
us is reasonable in the case of uncertain costs coming 
forward," Superintendent Doug White said. "We don't 
have other places in our budget to address that." 

Other transactions included $14,419 shifted to 
fund full-day kindergarten salaries and special education 
costs following the recent decision to depart from a 
tuition-based model.

We'd like to update Marion's residents about 
the status of the Marion Solar Bylaw since the spring 
town meeting, when a bylaw proposed by the Energy 
Management Committee (EMC) was nearly approved.

lacking only four votes to achieve the two-thirds 
majority needed for zoning bylaws. While the Selectmen 
supported this bylaw, the Planning Board did not. The 
Planning Board promised to present their own version of 
a solar bylaw for the fall special town meeting. In recent 
weeks, the EMC and Planning Board have been meeting 
frequently to seek compromises on the issues that divided 
us in the spring. We're pleased to report that substantial 
progress has been made. 

On Tuesday, September 3, from 5:00 to 7:00 pm, 
a public hearing will be held at the Town Hall to present 
the working draft of the bylaw and listen to input from 
Marion's residents. Of particular import, and a remaining 
point of divergence among members of the Planning 
Board, is the regulation of large-scale solar installations, 
so-called "solar farms." The primary rub focuses on 
the fact that about 95 percent of Marion is zoned as 
"residential," which includes a variety of land types 
including agriculture, wetlands, conservation land, and 
lots that have (or could have) houses on them. If solar 
farms are to come to Marion, they must be built on land 
that is technically zoned as "residential." 

There are 3 diverging views among Planning 
Board members on how to manage this issue, but it must 
be kept in mind that Massachusetts General Law 40 A, 
Section 3 states: "No zoning ordinance or by-law shall 
prohibit or unreasonably regulate the installation of solar 
energy systems or the building of structures that facilitate 
the collection of solar energy, except where necessary to

protect the public health, safety or welfare/' 
The three views are: 

1) Solar farms are allowed, but only with 
substantial restrictions, including large setbacks, 
screening, height restrictions, and lot-size limitations. 
Proposed projects must obtain a Special Permit and an 
approved Major Site Plan Review from the Planning 
Board. The draft bylaw presented for the public hearing 
takes this approach and is favored by the EMC, as it 
ensures that the public's health, safety and welfare are 
protected. 

2) Another option is an outright ban on large- 
scale solar installations in residentially zoned districts, 
which may be in conflict with state law 40A and would 



effectively prohibit Marion's residents from producing 
solar power in quantities beyond the needs for their own 
home. 

3) The third view is to create a "Solar Overlay 
District," which would carve out certain areas of the town 
where large-scale solar installations would be allowed 
with as-yet undefined restrictions. 

While the first two options are clear, the possible 
new Overlay District is not. The parameters and priorities 
for selecting these areas have not been defined, nor has 
the process for defining them. Removal of the right to 
build a solar farm from some areas of town while keeping 
it in others would be an arbitrary process. Limiting solar 
farms to these Solar Overlay Districts, combined with the

restrictive setbacks, screening requirements, demolition 
requirements, and costly permitting procedures, would 
effectively prevent the very solar installations that the 
state law was designed to encourage. 

The EMC contends that solar farms should be 
allowed under the conditions of the clearly defined 
criteria stated in the draft bylaw that has been provided 
for the public hearing. These specific restrictions include: 
(1) lots must be larger than three acres; (2) solar arrays 
must be set back from property lines by 100 feet except 
along boundaries that abut non-buildable lots, in which 
case normal setbacks for that zone would apply; (3) 
array height would be limited to eight feet; (4) and full 
screening is required to reduce any impact on neighbors. 
A solar farm application would require a Major Plan 
Review and a Special Permit (allowing for abutter input). 
This approach provides owners of large lots with an 
opportunity to use their land to produce renewable 
energy while protecting the rights of neighbors. 

We urge all who have an interest in solar power 
in Marion to attend the Planning Board's public hearing 
on the proposed bylaw. The hearing is scheduled for 5:00 
to 7:00 pm on Tuesday, September 3 in the Marion Town 
Hall. This is your opportunity to provide your views on 
the solar bylaw before the Planning Board finalizes its 
Article for the Town Meeting warrant.

You're Next, Starring Sharni Vinson and Nicholas Tucci. 
Directed by Adam Wingard. Running time: 95 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

A lethal disease sometimes afflicts horror film- 
makers. I call it "explainitis/' This disease has been 
known to erode mystique, decay plots, and dilute true ter- 
ror In the best home-invasion movie of recent years. The 
Strangers, the killers were asked ''Why are you doing this 
to us?'' Their response: "Because you were home." That's 
really all you need; any motive more explicit tends to drag 
shadowy demons into the withering sunlight of logic, and 
you might as well be watching Murder, She Wrote. (This is 
why David Lynch, who is not officially a "horror direc- 
tor," has birthed some of the most frightening moments 
ever committed to film: he deals in mystery, dream logic. 
Nothing is scarier than the incomprehensible.) 

You're Next, a horror /siege thriller greeted in 
some quarters as if it were the second coming of Sam 
Peckinpah, has a raging case of explainitis. It trucks along 
efficiently until we have to stop and learn why this is all 
happening. We begin with a random couple murdered by 
people wearing animal masks. Then the story proper gets 
underway, as four thirtyish people, accompanied by their 
significant others, head to their wealthy parents' house to 
celebrate their wedding anniversary. One of the parents is 
played by genre stalwart Barbara Crampton, making this 
the second thriller of the year (following Would You Rather, 
with Jeffrey Combs) in which a veteran of The Re- Animator 
presides over a dinner gathering that promptly turns 
brutal. Someone is outside with a crossbow. The whole 
family, except the unlucky one who happened to be at the 
window when the first arrow came through, convenes 
hurriedly in another room, and the cat-and-mouse game 
begins. 

The family is dysfunctional, which means many 
scenes of bickering before the slaughter commences. 
One of their number, the Australian girlfriend of one of 
the sons, turns out to be quite competent at deflecting 
murderous intentions; Sharni Vinson, who plays her, is 



probably already being groomed as the next scream queen 
in a genre that's been lacking one since Neve Campbell 
screamed her last, though if Vinson is lucky she'll move 
on. She does a great deal of damage to the killers, who 
become oddly humanized through their pain and frustra- 
tion. You're Next flirts with being a meta-horror movie, 
which can be a way of making a routine slasher flick 
while making fun of routine slasher flicks. The engine, 
however, runs like a routine slasher flick. 

For a small segment of the audience, the movie 
will play as a wink to fans of recent indie cinema: one of 
the sons is played by mumblecore director Joe Swanberg, 
while retro-horror director Ti West appears as the boy- 
friend of the family's sole daughter The film's director, 
Adam Wingard, has collaborated with Swanberg on vari- 
ous projects and contributed, along with West and Swan- 
berg, to the horror anthology V/H/S. None of this meant 
much to the uninitiated around me in the theater, many of 
whom were audibly exasperated with Wingard' s over- 
reliance on shaky-cam even when it isn't called for (such 
as a simple shot of a family portrait on the wall). Wingard 
can set up a decent jump scare, even if none of them re- 
ally made me jump. There's some gratifyingly nasty dark 
comedy. It's not a dud, but one way or another you've 
seen most of it before. 

So is You're Next really an artsy sheep in wolf's 
clothing — i.e., a snide, deadpan send-up of home- 
invasion thrillers? It's certainly not being marketed as 
such, which might explain my audience's underwhelmed 
response to it. The motive, when it's revealed, raises 
unfortunate questions and reduces the terror to a twisty 
gimmick that excludes our identification with the victims: 
Unless you're one of these specific people, you're not next 
— it's not going to happen to you (not the way it does in 
this movie, anyway). The family's patriarch is a retired 
national-defense worker, so I thought he might have 
been getting a political comeuppance, but no such luck. 
The movie is certainly more entertaining than The Purge 
from two months ago, though at least that film's premise 
was more promising (even if it was squandered). If you 
combined the sci-fi elements of The Purge with the visceral 
violence and bleak humor of this film, you'd probably 
have a terrific siege thriller But I've said it before and I'll 
say it again: Michael Haneke's Tunny Games (either ver- 
sion) killed this genre and spat on its grave.
